poets have exhausted the resources of 
their imagination in trying to describe 
the wonderful pearl fisheries of Cey­ 
lon. 
A Jew facts about them may lie 
of interest, if only tis un antidote to so 
much poetry. 
The pearl fisheries are tile property 
of the governm ent of Ceylon. 
The 
divers are paid no wages, but receive 
one-third of the oysters they bring up. 
tin* rem aining tw o-thirds being taken 
by a governm ent agent and sold at 
public auction to speculative buyers. 
who gat lier from all parts of the ori­ 
ent. 
The pearl fishery usually lasts 
from thirty to forty days, but does not 
tak e place every year. 
If it did the 
oyster banks would soon be ruined. 
Som etimes several years are allowed to 
p a s s by w ithout a fishery. 
T he diving is done a fte r a primitive 
fashion, and the stories told about the 
m arvelous length of tim e tin* divers 
will rem ain under w ater tin* quite un­ 
founded. 
The record is I minute 4U 
seconds. 
The auction, which lasts for several 
days, is one of the m ost interesting 
sights to be seen in Asia. 
The oysters 
are sold in lots of 1JMJO, and of course 
the purchaser is buying "ti pig In a 
poke." 
There may be no pearls in any 
of Ids oysters or the first one be opens 
m ay give him a fortune. 
Tills risk ap ­ 
peals to tin* gam bling spirit of tile 
orient, and pretty nearly all the races 
from th e Persian gulf to Jap an are 
represented at the sale. 
The prices paid usually start low on 
Hie first day. 
Then lf the buyers have 
found pearls in fair quantities bidding 
is keen, and the prices Jump skyw ard. 
One year they varied from 15s. 4d. per 
IJH JO en the first day to £12 17s. 10d. 
on tho second. 
It is rem arkable th a t the fisheries 
are still so profitable, for tiler** are 
historical records th a t they were w ork ­ 
ed there* ”»<to years liefer** th e birth of 
Christ, and it is impossible to say bow* 
m any years before th at date.

S tatem ents of charges ugainst them 
have been 
forwarded to 
them . 
The 
charges are based on the findings of 
th<- commission which investigated the 
disaster to the general Slocum. 
They 
are charged with neglect of duty, in­ 
competency 
and 
inefficiency. 
They 
will be required, under the civil serv­ 
ice regulations to m ake an sw er to the 
charges within a “ reasonable tim e,” 
the precise tim e being left to the dis­ 
cretion of Secretary Metcalf. 
It is ex­ 
pected that, the answ ers of both Du­ 
mont and B arrett will be rereeived by 
Secretary Metcalf this week. 
F u rth er carrying into effect the rec­ 
om m endations of the Slocum com m is­

charges made against the Congo gov­ 
ernm ent, which, he claimed, was more 
advanced 
than many British 
South 
African colonies. 
He said all the up­ 
roar was caused by disgruntled Brit­ 
ish m issionaries who had been unable 
to get big concessions in the Congo 
Flee Statu. 
Colonel Kowalsky was cordially re ­ 
ceived by the president, who express­ 
ed his pleasure that King Leopold had 
thus honored an Am erican.

The pearl fisheries are the property ! 
of the governm ent of Ceylon. 
The ; 
divers are paid no wages, but receive j 
one-third of the oysters they bring up. | 
tin* rem aining tw o-thirds being taken i 
by a governm ent agent and sold at 
public auction to speculative buyers, ¡ 
w ho gather from all parts of tin* ori- J 
cut. 
The penrl fishery’ usually lasts j 
from thirty to forty days, but does not 
take place every year. 
If it did tin* 
oyster banks would soon be ruined. 
Sometimes several years are allowed to 1 
pass by w ithout a fishery. 
The diving is done a fte r a prim itive ! 
fashion, and the stories told about tin* 
m arvelous length of tim e the divers 
will rem ain under w a te r are quite un­ 
founded. 
The record is 1 minute 4ii 
seconds. 
The auction, which lasts for several 
days, is one of the m ost interesting 
sights to tie seen in Asia. 
The oysters 
are sold in lots of l.ono, and of course 
the purchaser is buying “a pig in a 
poke." 
There may be no pearls in any 
of his oysters or the first one be opens 
may give him a fortune. 
This risk a p ­ 
peals to the gam bling spirit of the 
orient, and pretty nearly all the races 
from the Persian gulf to J a p a n are 
represented at the sale.

It is rem arkable th a t the fisheries 
are still so profitable, for there are 
historical records that they were w ork ­ 
ed there "no years liefore the birth of 
Christ, and it is impossible to say how* 
many years before that date.
